The next OTVARC campout will be July 19, 20, & 21 at 
Skamokawa Vista Park which is 0.5 miles west of 
Skamokawa, Washington on highway SR-4. Itis located 
on the banks of the Columbia River and has a boat ramp. 
Recreation includes salmon fishing, swiming, playground, 
and recreation field. 


One thing nice about this park is the shipping channel is 
near the park and the ships going up and down the 
Columbia River are only a short distance away. Electric- 
ity is available for some of the sites but plan to be self 
contained with water. You can fill up your water taiiKs 
at the park. The park has covered areas for use in case 
of inclimate weather, restrooms, and showers. 


One way to get to the park is to take highway 30 out of 
Portland towards St. Helens and at Rainier, OR cross 
over the Columbia River bridge into Longview, WA. 
Turn left at the first light at the bottom of the bridge and 
continue on this road until you meet highway SR-4. Turn 
leftonto highway SR-4 which takes you toward Cathlamet 
and Skamokawa is about 10 miles past Cathlamet, WA. 
Use 145.67 simplex frequency in the vicinty of the park.
